1rom tat date on which smuggling shall be efrectively prevented by 
tiie nroducinz countries. In the course of the discussions, the 
vinnish delegate suggested that the fort.:couing conference on the 
traffic in arms should pay svecial attention to the exnort of aris 
to China, wnich he considered to be orincivally resvonsible for 
~rolonging the disorganisation. 

_. cae Comwuittee on tue Trarfic in omen and the Protection of 
C-lldren met at Geneva on #ebruary 17th. 

Te Delhi Legislative Asse:zbly has recomuenied that the Indian 
revresentatives at the Assembly s:.ould be instructed to »rlace the 
Srievances of Indians in the sandated araa of Tanganyche vefore tus 
League.
